Sidelights on the C onference

W ashington, Nov. 12 
The greatest 
International conference ever held in 
America is under way. 
With the leading representatives of 
nine nations, sitting around the big 
'h o rse sh o e table of understanding” 
Secretary of State Hughes, head of th© 
American delegation, opened the in­ 
ternational conference on limitation 
of arm am ent. 
Prayers for the success of the con­ 
ference ca m e first on the program. 
President Harding, 
Introduced 
by 
Secretary Hughes, welcomed the dele­ 
gates in a stirring appeal to outlaw 
wars. 
The president was given an ovation 
by the d e le g a te s and the 1,600 specta­ 
tors who filled every available space 
in th© hail. 
Standing beside Hughes at the head 
of the conference 
table. 
President 
Harding then formally put the confer­ 
ence in motion in a brief address of 
welcome. 
Hughes' announcem ent of the ap­ 
pointment of Viscount t'akahaski as 
premier of Japan, succeeding the late 
Prem ier Hara, caused a stir of inter­ 
est among the delegates. 
The floor was a mass of the world’s 
greatest statesm en, military and naval 
men, adm irals, generals, 
arm y 
and 
navy men bedecked with medals and 
decorations, made the conference floor 
appear more like a council of war 
than of peace. 
President Harding advanced to the 
head of the table where Hughes took 
his hand. 
The audience 
stood 
with 
bowed heads during 
the 
invocation. 
Secretary Hughes first words were: 
"The conference will be opened with 
prayer." 
President H arding shook hands with 
Doctor Abernathy after 
the 
prayer 
Hughes 
then 
said 
simply:

For In this body 
there on* e glowed th® soul 
of

American. 
With tile aspirations and 
ambitions of a citlsen who cherished 
Hie and Re opportunities, lie may have 
been a native or an adopted son; I ital 
m atters little, because they glorified 
he same loyalty, the) sacrificed alike. 
We do not know his station in life, 
because from every station came the 
patriotic response of Hie five millions. 
I recall the days of creating armies, 
anil 
the departing of the caravels 
which braved the m urderous seas to 
reach the hattlelines for m aintained 
nationality and preserving civilisation. 
Tile service flag marked the mansion 
and cottage alike, and riches were 
common to all homes in the conscious­ 
ness of service to country. 


We do not know the em inence of 
Ids birth, but we do know the glory 
of Ills death. 
He died for his coun­ 
try, and greater devotion hath no man 
than this. 
He died unquestioning, un­ 
complaining, with faith in his heart 
and hope on his lips, that his coun­ 
try should trium ph and its civilisation 
survive 
As a typical soldier of this 
representative democracy, he fought 
and died, believing in the indisput­ 
able justice of his country’s cause. 
Conscious of the 
world s upheaval, 
appraising the m agnitude of a war Hie 
like of which had never horrified hu­ 
manity lit fore, 
prehaps 
he 
believed 
ids to be a service destined to chang® 
the tide of human affairs. 


In the death gloom of gas. the b u rst­ 
ing of shells and rain of bullets, men 
face more intimately the Great God 
over all, their souls are aflame and 
consciousness expands and hearts are 
searched. 
With the din of battle the 
glow of conflict and tile suprem e trial 
of courage, come 
involuntarily 
the 
hurried appraisal of life and the con­ 
templation of death's great mystery. 
On the threshold of eternity many a 
soldier. I can well believe, wondered 
how his ebbing blood would color the 
stream of human life, flowing on af- 
tet-'his imcriJlfe.*. Ills pat idolism w as 
none less tf he craved more than tri­ 
umph of cquarry , 
Vf|g great- 
if he (loped AA a victory for all 
iiiman kind. . Indeed. I revere that 
itizen whose confidence in tile right­ 
eousness of his country inspired belief 
that its trium ph is the victory of hu­ 
manity. 


Tins American soldier went forth to 
battle with no hatred for any people 
in the world, but hating war and hat 
lug the purpose of every war for coo­ 
niest. 
He cherished 
our 
national 
rights, and abhorred the 
threat 
of 
armed dom ination; and in Hie m ael­ 
strom of destruction and suffering and 
death he fired his shot for liberation 
of the captive conscience of the world, 
n advancing toward his objective was 
somewhere a thought 
of 
a 
world 
awakened; and we are here to testify 
undying gratitude and reverence for 
that thought of a wider freedom. 


On such an occasion, as this amid 
such a scene, our thoughts alternate 
between defenders living and defend­ 
ers dead. 
A grateful republic will be 
worthy of them both. 
Our part is to 
atone for the losses of heroic dead by 
making a better republic for the liv­ 
ing. 
Sleeping in these hallowed grounds 
are thousands of A m ericans who have 
given their blood for the baptism of 
freedom and its m aintenance, armed 
exponents of the nation's conscience. 
It is better and nobler for their deeds. 
Burial here is rather more than a sign 
of the government a favor, it is a sug­ 
gestion of a tomb in the heart of the 
nation, sorrowing for its noble dead. 
T oday’s ceremonies proclaim that 
the hero unknown is not unhonored. 
We gather him to the nation s breast, 
within the shadow of the capital, of 
the towering shaft that honors W ash­ 
ington, the great father and of the ex­ 
quisite monum ent to Lincoln, the m ar­ 
tyred savior. 
Here the inspirations 
of yesterday and the conscience of to­ 
day forever unite to make the repub­ 
lic worthy of his death for flag and 
country. 
Ours are lofty resolutions today as 
with tribute to the dead we conse­ 
crate ourselves to a better order for 
the living. 
With all my h eart I wish 
we might say to the defenders who 
survive to m others who sorrow to wi­ 
dows and children who m ourn that 
no such sacrifice shall be asked again.

W hile the entire nation bowed its 
head in silent tribute for two minutes 
y< sterday, In response to a presider* 
t la I proclamation. President Harding, 
ex -Presidents 
Woodrow 
Wilson and 
W illiam Howard Taft, scores of high 
officials and 
representatives of the 
great powers of the earth, honored 
America’s unknown dead in services at 
the Arlington National Cemetery. 
On the casket in the presence of 
the distinguished world assem blage, 
were placed the highest military deco­ 
rations of the allied countries and the 
Congressional Medal of Honor of the 
United States. 
President 
Harding 
delivered 
the 
principal address, and his words liter­ 
ally were heard in New York ,Chicago, 
and San Francisco, by means of "loud 
speaking" telephones. 
On this day, three years ago, there 
was brought to an end a maelstrom of 
conflict which engulfed and ravished 
the earth. 
During four horrible years 
War with murderous fire and devilish 
poisons destroyed the pride of races, 
wiped out billions In treasure, and 
with polluting breath laid low fair 
fields and thriving cities. 
This body 
today the most honored in history, was 
H human part of all this. 
This body is the human story of 
m others’ tears, of the sacrifices of a 
Nation. 
This is every mother’s son 
who came back alive or dead. 
But 
especially it is the boy of the mothers 
w ho left 2,089 unknown American sol­ 
diers dead on the World War battle 
fields. 
Today America's Unknown Soldier 
Hero lay in state in the rotunda of the 
National Capitol. 
The body rested on 
the same cafalque on 
which 
were 
placed the bodies of 
the 
martyred 
Presidents Lincoln, Garfield and Mc 
Kinley. 
H ere, the body had rested for more 
than twenty-four hours, under a guard 
of honor. 
Through the day and night, 
there have stood four silent sentinels, 
one near each corner of the bier 
This bodyguard has been specially 
picked from the engineers, cavalry, ar 
Cilery and infantry of the Army, and 
from the Navy, Marine Corps and Na­ 
tional Guard, so that the four sentinels 
on duty at any one time have repre 
sented different arms and branches ot 
the country’s armed forces.

The following statement by Pres! 
dent Harding, urging universal sup­ 
port of tho Annual Roll Call of tho 
American Red Cross

begins 
generally throughout the country Nov. 
l l , continuing through Thanksgiving 
Day, Nov. 24, was issued from the 
White House: 
To the American People: 
As Presi­ 
dent of the United States of America 
and as President of the American Red 
Cross, I announce that the Red Cross 
Annual Roll Call will begin on Armis­ 
tice Day, November l l , and continue 
through Thanksgiving Day, November 
24, and I designate November 13 as 
Red Cross Sunday. 
I recommend ministers and priests 
of all congregations to stress the gos­ 
pel of service on November 13, and I 
invite and urge my fellow citizen* to 
accept the entire period of the Roll 
Call as an occasion for re-dedicatlon 
of themselves to the principles and 
practice of service. The American Red 
Cross is both the volunteer and semi­ 
official medium through 
which 
our 
people may appropriately express their 
patriotic and humane desires to render 
practical assistance to their soldiers 
and sailors, to their fellow citizens in 
civilian life, and to those peoples of 
other lands who have u human c laim 
on the sympathetic concern of our own 
people. 
The American Red Cross has kept 
faith with the principles which gave It 
birth flnd with the obligations laid up 
on it by Congressional Charter -"to 
act in mutters of voluntary relief and 
in accord with tho military and naval 
authoritieR as a medium of communi­ 
cation between tile people of flu* Unit­ 
ed States and their Army and Navy;" 
after a notable war service, It. in con­ 
junction with the Veterans’ Bureau 
eruiis and their families In a period of 
and other activities, stands by our vet- 
painful reconstruction, in which, as 
too many of us have been prone to 
forget, thousands ure in pressing need. 
not only of governmental attention 
and assistance, but also of those sup­ 
plementary actg of human kindness

By systematic and scientific plans 
and equipment for relief from disas­ 
ter, aud by prompt response to many 
urgent calls throughout the past year, 
the American Red Cross lias fulfilled 
another requirement of its Congres­ 
sional Charter "to continue and carry 
on a system of national anc! interna­ 
tional relief In time of peace und to 
apply the same tn mitigating the suf­ 
ferings caused by pestilence, famine, 
tire, floods, and other great national 
calamities." 
After liquidating its obligations of
